Four Powers Protest Against His Du¬ 
plicity In Matter of Loan; Gov¬ 
ernments Behind Them; 

Pekin.—The British, American, 
French and German ministers called 
on .President Yuan Shi Kal and pre¬ 
sented fo him a memorandum of pro¬ 
test against the action of the .Pre¬ 
mier, Tang Shao Yl. 

The ministers charge Tang with 
had faith for. failing to notify the re¬ 
presentatives' oJT the British Ameri¬ 
can, French^ and German syndicates 
of the negotiations for the recently 
consummated Belgian loan which 
were being carried on coincidentally 
with the negotiations between Tang 
and the four power syndicate for an 
advance sufficient to meet Chinese 
needs. -

construed as tantamount to a notice 
that. tlieir governments cannot have 
confidence ln the Chinese government 
so long as Tang remains premier. 


RUSHING WORK IN ROCKIES. 


RECORD PROSPERITY 


Believed G.T.P. Line Will be Built 
Sooner Than Expected. 

Vancouver.—Remarkable progress 
ln building the eastern British Co¬ 
lumbia section of the Grand Trunk 
Pacific Railway is being made; ac¬ 
cording to A. E. Griffin, a railway 
contractor, who arrived ln Vancou¬ 
ver from the Yellowhead Pasa dist¬ 
rict. Griffin stated that over 4.000 
men are now strung along Vie grade 
to a point 146 miles west of the sum¬ 
mit of the Rockies, and that the en¬ 
tire line west to Fort George will be 
under construction by the end of May. 
Griffin predicts that the rails, which 
are now laid, to mfle 28, west of the 
summit, will be extended by June to 
the first crossing of the Fraser river, 
with 96 miles beyond Tete Jaua.e 
Cache. The line through to Fort 
George, he feels confident, will be 
built and ln operation before the end 
of next year, many months earlier 
than was originally expected.

LAND BELONGS TO CANADA 


Budget Statement In Newfoundland 

Shows Colony To Be Flourishing. 

St. John3. NfW.—Newfoundland is 
passing through a period of unequal¬ 
led prosperity as Indicated by the 
budget presented td the legislature 
by the minister of finance. The fis¬ 
cal year, which ended last June, 
showed a surplus of $170,000 and the 
Dresent year will equal if not exceed 
that, he said. 

Tn the matter of Import and export 
trade, there was an increase of more 
than $750,000, while the customs re¬ 
venue for the past 8 months has ex¬ 
ceeded that for the same period of 
last year by $180,000. These figures, 
it was reported by the minister, in¬ 
dicate the largest normal Increase in 
the history of the colony. 

Tbe legislature was asked by the 
finance minister to provide an ap¬ 
propriation of $2,000 to compete 
branch railway construction. 


American Paints Economic Conditions 
There in 8omber Colors. 

Paris.—According to an Interview 
which The New York Times corres¬ 
pondent had with a prominent Ameri¬ 
can well acquainted with Italian af¬ 
fairs, who in fact spends part of each 
year near Milam but does not wish 
his name to be made public, It would 
appear that economic conditions ln 
Italy at present are far worse than 
the censored dispatches make out. 

“The Tripoli war.” he said, “comes 
very near being the vuln of Italy, 
which Is, ln fact, already seething 
with anxiety and discontent. Silk 
exports from Como Province to the 
East have dwindled down to almost 
nothing. 

’ “Banks are beginning to fall right 
and left. - My own hank of Menaggio 
and Lecco collapsed last week, caus¬ 
ing much alarm and distress. I be¬ 
lieve that this is the flnet drop of a 
heavy shower, and that y^an the 
people realize the comparative worth¬ 
lessness of the milllqns of acres of 
the conquered provinces and the fear¬ 
ful expense Involved for many years, 
even after peace Is ob’elned, we shall 
see a dangerous reaction.

With Other Feeds It Makes an Excel¬ 
lent Ration For All Anima\f, ' 

Last tall in passing through middle 
Tennessee 1 was ’ Impressed by tbe 
amount of sorghum cane grown foi 
stock feeding, says a correspondent oi 
tbe Country Gentleman. Right beside 
fields in wbtcb corn had been left un¬ 
cut were patches of sorghum carefully 
cut and shocked. This was surprising 
even to one trbo bad long known tbe 
value of tbia crop for -winter feeding, 
for'it abowed that these farmers con¬ 
sidered sorghum so mnch more valua¬ 
ble for forage than corn stover that 
they could afford to leave tbe latter in 
tbe fields and devote land to tbe former 
to supply tbelr need of roughage. 

Tbe sorghum in this section Is. plant¬ 
ed rather thinly in drills about three 
feet apart and cultivated like corn.

ODD OLD CHOCTAW LAWS. 


One Made the Selling of Their Land a 
Capital Crime. 

In «n old set of laws of tbe Choctaw 
Nation there is a clause which relates 
to the killing of witches. For witch¬ 
craft the penalty was deatb. and for 
alleging oneself to be a witch or for 
saying that any other person was one 
was punishable by sixty lasbes on the 
bare back. 

Another declared that no doctor could 
take money or any of tbe belongings 
of a patient be treated if tbe patient 
died. If tbe patient were raised up 
from a sickbed the doctor could ac¬ 
cept wbat was offered to bim. and tf 
nothing was offered then be could take 
in goods what waa bis just compensa¬ 
tion. 

in 1834 the Choctaw council passed 
an act which ppade a person wbo bar¬ 
gained to sell any of tbe Choctaw land 
• traitor and punishable by death. 
Any white man wbo encouraged such 
action waa deported. An Indian wbo 
sold or disposed of land either to indi¬ 
viduals or to the United States in toto 
should be considered « traitor and shot 
on conviction. This was Just preceding 
tbe beginning of tbe work of the 
Dawes commission.

Sorghum is allowed' 
to ripen seed and is then cut rather 
close to tbe ground and put in small 
open shocks. When the^ blades are 
thoroughly cnred it may be hauled la 
and set up in mow or abed and will 
keep perfectly until New Year's o» 
longer. It is not wt*e to try to keep It. 
late in the winter since after a tim« 
tbe juice gets sour If tbe sorghum Is 
stored.in a damp place, or If kept very 
dry the stalks become woody and leas 
palatable. 

Sorghum is frequently sown with cow- 
peas and cut and cured for bay. It is 
sometimes planted quite thickly in ttm 
drill and cut and shocked as described. 
After some experience with all these 
Methods, however, I feel snre that the 
best plan is to give it plenty of room 
to make big. Juicy stalks. All kinds of 
live stock are fond of these, and they 
are fine feed for cattle and hogs. A 
few stalks a day are splendid -for 
horses and mules that are being fat¬ 
tened. aud bogs will chew them with 
tbe/grentest relish. I do not. believe, 
however, that.lt pays to grow sorghum 
for fattening hogs ■ to gather in tha 
field. They have to-work too hard te 
get the stalks broken down. 

Of course sorghum is a very one 
sided feed and should notrbe made tha 
whole forage ration for au.v sort of 
young stock. It is Very rich In carbo¬ 
hydrates mid low tn protein and should, 
be fed witb care to horses and prop¬ 
erly balanced with more nitrogenous 
feeds for all animals. So fed.-b«wevef^ 
it is excellent and should be more gen¬ 
erally grown.

To do Us best, 
however, it must have Just such a soil 
as corn needs—deep, loose, rich, well 
filled with stable manure or other vege¬ 
table matter. On such a soil a yield of 
fifteen or twenty tons to the acre is 
easily possible.

From Alaska cornea a lesson tn po¬ 
tato raising The chief vegetable crop 
of the territory is the potato, but In or¬ 
der to grow It successfully suitable lo¬ 
cation as to soil, slope of land and 
southern eiposure has to be selected, 
and even then to secure a < bo roughly 
mature crop much depends on tbe va¬ 
riety that la grown and the method of 
culture. Tbe growing senses in Alaska 
is exceedingly abort, ranging during 
tbe years HKRI to 19f0. inclusive, from 
84 days to 107 days, the former occur¬ 
ring In lOlQ.nnd the latter la 1907. Un¬ 
der such conditions, therefore, any 
proceaa Lhat wl)l facilitate the develop¬ 
ment of tbe potato gifter It haa been 
put info the ground la of advantage in 
helping to secure a wntur* crop. *' 

This was the- problem confronting 
tbe experiment stations in Alaska, ac¬ 
cording to tb$ annual report for 1910, 
and a test was made of the effect on 
the maturity and yield of sprouting the 
seed before planting it.

No one will 
be sent there Tor committing anyspe-' 
eiffe crime. Every inmate must have 
been convicted at least four flutes. The 
system will work thus: Bill Sikes, 
indicted for burglary, “will also be 
charged with being an habitual erim< 
inal. If he is convicted of the bur¬ 
glary the jury will then proceed to 
consider whether be has made a habit 
of t crune. Let us assume they de¬ 
cide that be ha*. Then the judge 
passes sentence, ' tt.:.,- 

"Rill Sikes,’’ he says, “for burglary 
I order you to be ke.pt in penal servi¬ 
tude for three years. After that you 
will remain under preventive deten¬ 
tion for five" years longer.” If Sikes 
had a particularly had record his term 
of detention could he made ten years. 
That is the lougeat sentence of this 
kind that can be passed; the short¬ 
est is five. The kind of treatment 
the “detentieners”* will get depends 
to a great extent upon themselves. 

In each cell at Camp Hill thera 
will be a big window of clear glass 
which can be opened and shut at 
will, instead of a small sheet of opa¬ 
que glass placed high up in the wall 
and not made to open arid shut at all. 
This is an immense boon. It largely 
takes away the “prison feeling.” The 
cells are a little smaller than usual, 
but quite large enough, with pleasant,, 
red-tiled floors. The occupant will be 
allowed plenty ol books and can put 
up, if he likes, photographs or little 
pictures on the walls. 

Still less prison-like than the cells 
are the refectories and the canteen. 
Hitherto it has never been thought 
wise to let prisoners assemble or talk 
freely. But at Camp Hill those whiri 
win a certain number of good conduct 
stripes will be allowed to have their 
meals together in large, light; airy 
rooms with wood-block floors and 
pleasant decorations. In the evenings 
they can sit here, too. play games, 
chat and look at magazines. Some 
€ ■ it is pnsihle the best behaved 
may he permitted an occasional pipe. 
The whole idea is to induce them Xo 
behave themselves. 

At the canteen they can buy with 
“Camp Hill currency,” which they 
will receive for the work they do 
(including work in market gardens of 
their .ojRp). sjnall luxuries such as 
.S'** 1 

They oan also send money to their 
families or friends or they can save 
it up against their hour of freedom. 
Visits are to be paid in a. far more 
agreeable fashion than prevails at oth¬ 
er prisons. In a comfqrtable room the 
prisoner and his friend can sit and 
talk at a table. A warder will be 
present, but visitor and .inmate will 
not be compelled to stand several feet 
apart.

fighting the battle with the drifts is 
the snow-plow. Towering 13 feet 6 
inches higii and weighing, when fully 
equipped, nearly thirty tons, these 
huge vehicles, shaped like the bows 
of a ship, convey an impression of ir¬ 
resistible strength, especially when 
propelled by two or three engines. 

A railway snow-plow i* built on a 
massive iron irame, carried on small 
bogie wheels, just clearing rail level. 
The steel cutting edge rises perpen¬ 
dicularly between inclined pastes, tdp- 
eriug outwards to throw the snow 
clear of the line. 

Within the hollow body^of the snow¬ 
plow there is accommodation for about 
forty men. Cushioned box seats, mak¬ 
ing in emergency, not bad sleeping 
bunks, are arranged round the sides.- 
Inside them are scores ot shovels 
and picks, also screw jacks and 
“ramps" for lifting derailed vehicle*. 
A good supply, of provisions, provided 
by the railway company, is taken "on 
board” before starting on a journey, 
which in rough weather may extend 
for days. Two of the gang take turns 
at preparing meals, tor which purpose 
the snow-plow is furnished with a 
large Btove. 

When under way, and traveling 
over smoothr-dry snow, the sensation 
inside a plow is rather uulque. The 
snow, divided by the cutting-edge, 
streams up the inclined planes in twin 
torrents. Where drifts abound, lull 
and, with a rush.

.. Irishmen Barred. 

The reception given recently to the 
Irish students at Gray’s Inn recalls 
a time when Irishmen were not so wel¬ 
come at the Inns of Court. One of 
the earliest entries in the Bench Books 
of Lincoln’s Inn is, says “The Law 
Journal,” an order, dated 1437, "that 
no person born in Ireland should in 
future be admitted as a Fellow of 
the Society of 'Lyneollysyn*; and if 
anyone born there shall hereafter be 
admitted by any person or persons. 
h< shall.be expelled, such admission 
notwithstanding.” The rule seems to 
have been in force in the four Intis, 
but appears to have been relaxed af¬ 
ter a time by allowing- special admis¬ 
sions. Lincoln’s Inn permitted the 
admission of a limited, number of 
Irishmen, but in the middle of the 
16th century required that all Irish 
students should have chambers in one 
building, known as the “Dovecote.” 
So late as the lfltli century some dis¬ 
ability attached 'to Irishmen. The tine 
on admission- to the Middle Temple 
was £5. while other members paid 
only £4.
